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The Relation of the 


Federal Farm Board 


to the Cooperative Movement 
By ALEXANDER LEGGE, Chairman, Federal Farm Board 


An Address Before the Fifth Summer Session of the American Institute of Cooperation, 
Baton Rouge, La., July 30, 1929 


HERE could not be a more appropriate place for a 
bj statement of the policies of a Federal Farm Board 

than at this meeting of the American Institute of 
Cooperation. For more than four years the Institute has 
been a forum for the exchange of experiences and the de- 
velopment of policies in cooperative marketing. It has 
worked toward the coordination of the activities of the 
farmers’ organizations. Representatives of the coopera- 
tive associations who have participated in these sessions 
are to be congratulated on the progress which has been 
made. 

Since this effort to discuss the marketing problem is 
being broadcast, perhaps it would be well for us to 
approach the subject by a brief reference to the underlying 
causes leading up to the situation with which we are now 
confronted. 

You people who are engaged in the problems of co- 
operative marketing doubtless understand the inherent 
difficulties of agriculture. But, while it is true that the 
developments and discussions of the past few years have 
given people in other industries a better understanding 
than formerly prevailed, there is yet much to be done in 
bringing about a clearer understanding of the problem on 
the part of those not directly engaged in agriculture. 
There is much to be done also to bring to these groups a 
better appreciation of the significance and possibilities of 
agricultural cooperation. 

Why is agriculture, as an industry, not keeping pace 
with other industries in the general progress of the coun- 
try? In my judgment, the answer can be stated briefly. 
Agriculture has operated as an individual enterprise com- 
peting with organized effort in other industries—individ- 
ual action and planning as compared with collective think- 
ing and acting. The marked tendency in other industries 
is toward larger groups in which many minds collectively 
determine policies and plans and follow them through. 
This distinct difference between agriculture and other 
industries is apparent pretty much all over the world, 
although perhaps in most countries it is not so pronounced 
as in our own United States. 

For many years, farming generally has not shown an 
Operating profit. The prices farmers have received for 
their products have not advanced in proportion to ad- 
vances in the prices of other commodities. Prices of many 
commodities, in fact, have remained below pre-war levels 
for long periods. As a business man, the farmer has not 
received a fair return on his investment, and as a worker 


he and his family have oftentimes labored for a grossly 
inadequate wage. 


In the past, much effort and large sums of money have 
been spent trying to improve agricultural conditions, but 
much of this effort has been directed toward improvement 
in methods of production; that is, to encourage the raising 
of more and better crops. Work of this character can, 
and has been, carried out effectively, working with and 
through the individual farmer. In the past when a new 
kind of seed, or an improvement in the process of produc- 
ing any particular agricultural product, was developed by 
the Department of Agriculture at Washington, by any of 
the State Agricultural Colleges, or for that matter by any- 
one else, it was a comparatively simple matter to convey 
the information to those interested, and in most cases for 
them to make use of the information in their own opera- 
tions. 

However, all this effort meets only a part of the agri- 
cultural problem. Obviously, nothing is gained by raising 
a larger crop of better quality if, after having done so, 
you are unable to dispose of it on a basis that will yield a 
reasonable return for the effort expended. It is when we 
approach this part of the agricultural problem that the 
need for organization becomes imperative. There it is 
that the problem of the farmer most closely parallels that 
of every other industry and it seems to us that the treat- 
ment to be applied can be described in one word, “organi- 
zation”. To illustrate, if a thousand farmers attempt to 
sell the same kind of product at the same time in the 
same market, and in most cases to a very limited number 
of buyers. the mere competition among themselves puts 
them at a disadvantage. But if these same thousand 
farmers place the same product in the hands of a single 
selling agency, that agency at once becomes an important 
factor in the market. 

Markets after all are made, to a considerable extent, 
by the process of bargaining. The prestige of any trader 
in the market depends largely on the volume of business 
which he has to transact, whether he be a seller or a 
buyer. If we carry this a little further, say that 100,000 
farmers centralize the marketing of their products in the 
same way, such an agency at once becomes a leading 
factor entitled, as it should be, to a voice in establishing 
the rules, regulations and conditions under which its pro- 
duction is disposed of. It is, therefore, in far better posi- 
tion to obtain for the product its full market value. 

The Board believes that it can be of great assistance to 
the American farmers by encouraging the development of 
large-scale, central cooperative organizations. Such an 
agency would be in itself, because of its prestige and in- 
fluence, a stabilizing element in marketing. It would be 
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able to exert a measurable degree of control over the flow 
of its products to market. It would avoid temporary sur- 
pluses which so often result in unduly depressing the 
price of farm products much below their real value. In 
other words, it would be a strong merchandizing agency, 
virtually in control of the conditions under which the 
products of its members are sold. 


Immediately we are asked, would the development of 
such large scale ‘organizations mean that the farmers 
should abandon or do away with their local associations? 
We can not see any tendency in that direction On the 
contrary, such agencies would help to build up and im- 
prove the condition of each and every cooperative organi- 
zation now in existence. Always bear in mind that any 
organization of this kind would be-owned and controlled 
by the cooperatives. It would be the farmers’ organiza- 
tion, producer owned and producer controlled, working 
solely in the interests of the producers. 


The Federal Farm Board, as now organized, is not 
going to buy or sell any commodity, agricultural or other- 
wise. It is our duty to assist you in doing a better job of 
this yourselves. True, while we are assisting you we 
will want to have some voice in the transaction, particu- 
larly when you call for Government funds to aid in the 
operation, but if this counsel or advice on our part be- 
comes irksome, and you do not like it, the solution for 
you is simple; namely, to liquidate the indebtedness to 
the Government. When this is done, you will be perfectly 
free to tell us where to go. I sincerely hope that, based 
on the progress that has been started in that direction 
and on the progress that should be made within the next 
few years, the time will soon arrive when it will be a 
simple matter for you to do just that. 

However, it is probable that you may find this Board 
of real assistance, even though you may not need financial 
aid. The Board will provide a contact between organized 
farmers and the Government—even though they may not 
‘come to the Board for the purpose of obtaining loans. 
Any organized group may come to the Board at any time 
for counsel, advice and assistance in meeting their 
problems. 


The Federal Farm Board, aside from its chairman, is 
composed of men of long cooperative experience. All of 
its members, including the chairman, are in complete 
sympathy with the cooperative movement. In the ten 
days that the Board has been in session, I have watched 
with much interest the meeting of minds on the part of 
these men who have been brought together for the purpose 
of assisting the farmers gf America. I have been im- 
pressed with their sympathy and their common _  under- 
standing of the problems of production and marketing; 
with their intimate knowledge of the specific problems 
in the various: cooperative groups. I have been greatly 
pleased and encouraged by the unanimity of opinion which 
has prevailed with respect to the policies presented to 
the Board. 


The major policy of the Board will be the expansion 
and strengthening of the cooperative movement. You may 
ask at this point, what effect the development of coopera- 
tive marketing will have on other agencies now existing? 
The answer seems to me to be simple. It is purely a ques- 
tion of efficiency. Any efficient, well-managed organiza- 
tion that is satisfactorily serving the public at a reason- 
able cost will in some way work into the picture. The in- 
efficient, whether they be cooperative organizations or in- 
dividual operators can not hope to continue permanently, 
and whether the passing of the inefficient operator is 
brought about by cooperation or competition, the results 
are the same. 


Again, we are asked, what is the relation of the Board 
to be to other agencies now in existence—the great De- 
partment of Agriculture, the large Extension Service, the 
State Agricultural Colleges and Experiment Stations, and 
each and every other Federal and state agency working 
for the advancement of agricultural interests? We do 
not see that there should be any serious interference with, 
or disturbance of, existing agencies. Congress has very 
wisely asked us to avoid duplication, a sentiment with 
which the Board is in full accord. Certainly we do not 
propose to interfere with, or transfer to the jurisdiction 
of the Board, any Governmental activity unless such trans- 
fer is in the interests of greater efficiency and more 
effective service to the American farmer. There may be 
some work which peculiarly fits into the operations of 
the Board and is essential to its efficient operation. 

I wish to assure you, however, that as a general rule 
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it will be the policy of the Board to call on all Federal} 
and state organizations for assistance and cooperation 
perhaps to an extent that may cause some of you to think 
we are trying to get them to do our work. The task 
before us is of such magnitude that a common-sense pro- 
gram requires that we utilize to the fullest extent every 
agency in existence which may be able to contribute any- 
thing to the cause. 7 

The enactment of the Agricultural Marketing Act jg 
a matter that has long been delayed and perhaps the 
uppermost thought in the minds of many of you igs when 
and how are we going to get busy to do something under 
it. Prompt action is important, but it is still more im- 
portant, that we move in the right direction. 
In the short space of time it has been able 
able to devote to the problem, the Board has reached the 
conclusion that its first operations can be most usefy] 
and more safely carried on, if it undertakes to further the 
activities of established agencies in the cooperative 
marketing field. Perhaps the building up and strengthen- 
ing of these cooperative agencies will so simplify many 
problems that their solution will become comparatively 
easy. 

The records of the Department of Agriculture show 
that there are some 2,000,000 farmers in the United States, 
or practically one-third of the total, who are now members 
of approximately 12,500 cooperative associations. If these 
cooperatives can be built up so that their strength and 
efficiency are recognized by those not now members, the 
question of extending membership very largely settles 
itself. In other words, it is inconceivable that any farmer 
would refrain from belonging to a cooperative organiza- 
tion, once he is convinced that it is opereting in his 
interest. 

I hope that each and every one of you will study the 
law itself so you may have a better understanding cf what 
it is'we are expected to do. In it vou wili find many sug- 
gestions as to things that might be done to help you co- 
operate. You will not find anywhere any suggestion that 
Government money should be spent for the purpose of 
stimulating competition among yourselves. In many of 
the commodity groups there is a marked divergence of 
opinion as to how the problem should be worked cut, and 
agencies have been set up tackling it from different 
angles. These should find some common ground on which 
to get together and pull together for the common cause. 

The Board is considering this as a long-time construc- 
tive program rather than simply one of dealing with 
emergencies. If we confine our efforts to dealing with 
those in distress, the probabilities are we will find little 
time to remove the causes of distress, which after all is 
the more satisfactory solution. We realize keenly the 
necessity of prompt and adequate assistance, but we real- 
ize equally keenly that any action which the Board takes 
must be sound and for the permanent betterment of agri- 
culture. 


Some of you will say that we have not mentioned 
stabilization corporations. It seems to me that it may 
well happen that the cooperatives now in existence, or 
improved organizations growing out of existing coopera- 
tive organizations, may prove to be all that is needed to 
carry out the idea of stabilization corporations. There 
may prove to be extreme cases which call for measures 
that can not be carried out by the cooperatives, but it is 
hoped that correction of the fundamental causes of agri- 
culural emergencies will enable the Board to consistently 
carry forward a program based on the development of 
large, well-financed and efficiently-managed cooperative 
organizations. 


The funds entrusted to the care of the Board will be 
administered for the purpose of carrying out its program 
of which the central thought will be the strengthening 
of the cooperative movement, and the permanent better- 
ment of farm conditions. In the financing of plants and 
facilities for cooperative organizations, and in other ways, 
the Board can be of material assistance. Lack of adequate 
finances has been one of the handicaps of the cooperative 
movement. 

I think it proper, however, to inject a note of warning 
at this point. It should be obvious that the cooperative 
movement can be weakened and a large financial burden 
imposed upon it by unsound investments. Therefore, 
money borrowed from the Board for the acquisition of 
facilities must be invested wisely and frugally. This is 
essential in order to safeguard the future of agricultural

Rada-way’ Bettie Ollie 
Korndyke was _ sired by 
Rada’s herd sire who is a 
grandson of tIlowana _ Sir 
Ollie, and her dam is a 
Dutchland bred cow with 
an official record of 560 
pounds butter as a two- 
vear-old. Bettie, as Norman 
affectionately calls her, was 
dropped at the Northern 
Wisconsin State Fair, Sep- 
tember 11, 1928, weighing 
90 pounds at birth. Under 
his careful feeding she 
grew until at the Wisconsin 
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work in a bank failure and 
from having his calf on 
which he placed his faith 
overlooked entirely by the 
judge, to the other extreme 
of earning a college educa- 
tion, having junior champion calf at the Wisconsin State 
Fair and being named as second best outstanding club boy 
in the United States and territories. 


Six years ago Norman started club work in Chippewa 
county, Wisconsin, gwith two registered heifer calves, a 
junior and senior, for which he paid $85 and $65 respec- 
tively. Even though a beginner he raised them well and 
having selected the best individuals he knew how, they 
won him a trip to the state fair. Here his senior calf 
was not placed but his junior calf placed 4th in a large 
group. This was an inspiration to Norman and he de- 
termined that if possible he would each year win a trip 
to the State Fair. Way back in his mind was a vision of 
a group of 60 to 75 beautiful calves in the State Fair arena 
with his calf standing at the top of the list. 

The next year, his second in club work, he bought 
another calf for which he paid $70. This calf was good 
enough to win at the Northern Wisconsin State Fair, but 
not good enough to realize Norman’s dream of winning at 
the State Fair. 

In his third year of club work he did not buy another 
calf but used his calf from the year before, then a junior 
yearling, and his first calf that was then a two-year-old. 
They won 5th and 8th respectively at the Wisconsin State 
Fair. 

The fourth year Norman went into club work even 
harder, having three club calves. With his past experi- 
ences and more age Norman had his calves in better shape 
than in previous seasons. At the Northern Wisconsin 
State Fair he won Ist, 3rd and 5th on his three calves and 
was named as champion showman. At the Wisconsin 
State Fair he won 4th and 12th on his calves. He sold 
his bull calf for $135 and won $50 in prize money that 
yeai. 

Having finished high school and having more time, 
Norman raised five calves for his fifth year of club work. 
On these five calves he won $100 in premium money and 
sold one of his two-year-olds for $200, leaving him a 
balance of $300 for his club work that year. 

This is Norman’s last year in club work as he will be 
21 in December, and this year his long cherished dream 
was realized for his club calf won first prize at the State 
Fair in a calf club group of sixty-seven. Even better, his 
calf won in the open class and was later named as junior 
champion at the Wisconsin State Fair. After winning 
these honors Norman sold his calf to a Chicago man at a 
price far greater than he had ever dared dream of receiv- 
ing for any animal, with the privilege of keeping the calf 
to exhibit for the rest of the season. Cooperating with the 
State Board of Control and the state club department, 
Norman and the calf, Rada-way Bettie Ollie Korndyke 
made the trip to Waterloo and to the National Dairy Show,

State Fair one year later 
she weighed 700 pounds. 

The Rada herd of pure 
bred Holsteins has_ been 
built around Norman’s club 
calves of the past six years. 
Today the Rada herd is one 
of the good herds of Wisconsin. In dairy herd improve- 
ment association work the herd has produced an average 
of 440 pounds fat per cow in nine months. 

The high cow of the herd has 816 pounds of fat in nine 
months. In her ninth month of milking (August) she pro- 
duced 95 pounds of fat. She is regarded as having an ex- 
cellent chance of making 1,000 pounds fat this year. 


Norman and his father have a working agreement 
whereby his father furnishes the feed and has the milk, 
and Norman is to have the cattle for his work. The fol- 
lowing inventory is presented by Norman and tells a great 
story in a few words.

“Most of my early profits were sald in 
attending high school, and the short course at the Uni- 
versity. What I have now was made through club work 
for my bank account was only $150 when I started club 
work and a good share of that was lost when our local 
bank busted.” 

In addition to his own achievements in club work, 
Norman has served with distinction as local club leader. 
In June 1929 Norman was awarded a trip to Washington, 
D. C., as a reward for having been named the best club 
worker in Wisconsin.

This milk record has been exceeded 
by but four senior two-year-olds and 
only once by a heifer as young as this 
one. She is a Colorado product on 
both sides for generations and is the 
first daughter of her sire, Wolhurst 
White Champion, to complete a year- 
ly record. The further development 
of this splendid young cow will be 
watched with interest. 


A New York History Maker 


Canary Posch Netherland 765063 
has the distinction of being a 1,000-lb. 
fat repeater and is one of the even 
smaller number of cows having three 
records averaging over 1,200 Ibs. 
butter. Her highest record was made 
at the age of 11 years, when after 
starting out with a 7-day record of 
36.3 lbs. butter, 759.6 lbs. milk, she 
finished her year with 1,319.15 Ibs. 
butter, 30,074.9 lbs. milk. The >pre- 
ceding year as a_ ten-year-old,- she 
made 1,289.06 lbs. butter, 28,166.8 Ibs. 
milk. She is one of the foundation 
cows of the herd at Yates Farms, 
Orchard Park, New York, where sev- 
eral of her sons have been doing fine 
work in service. 


A 1,000-Lb. Prize Winner 


Isabella Westport Rooker is one of 
the recent 1,000-lb. cows at Carnation 
Milk Farms, Seattle, Washington, and 
she is further distinguished as being a 
successful member of their 1929 show 
herd. The figures of her record are 
1,064 lbs. butter, 25,238 lbs. milk. Al- 
though somewhat over-shadowed in 
the ring by her flashy stablemate, 
Heilo Bracelet Ormsby Matador, she 
is a very creditable sort of an aged 
cow, especially in connection with her 
1,000-lb. and 25,000-lb. record. She is 
of Canadian breeding and was im- 
ported by her present owners. 
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Unfair Sensationalism 


E wish to register our protest against the sensa- 
W tional article on the dangers of drinking unpas- 

teurized milk, featured in scare heads by one of 
our most widely circulated magazines for women. 
Consider this opening—‘“Before you drink a glass of milk, 
it will be mighty wise for your health, it may even save 
your life, to ask a simple question, . . . ‘Is it pas- 
teurized?’ An attention getter, yes, but what bunk as 
a statement of fact! 


Constant references throughout the article in question 
give rise to the suspicion that the inspiration for this 
type of article came more from a desire to help the manu- 
facturers of pasteurizing equipment than to serve human- 
ity by unbiased presentation of the facts. The dairy in- 
dustry is paying the bill directly through decreased con- 
sumption of nature’s perfect food. Indirectly, of course, 
every consumer, who through fear of contracting undulant 
fever from milk, inspired by the article referred to, has 
ceased the use of milk, is likewise paying the penalty 
through his food bill. 


We were much impressed with the soundness of the 
editorial discussion of this subject in the current issue 
of Hoard’s Dairyman, and are reproducing it here for the 
benefit and information of our readers: 


UNDULANT FEVER 


“Dr. Theobald Smith, one of the leading patholo- 
gists of the world and a member of the Rockefeller 
Institute, discussed at the annual State Health Con- 
ference in June the subject, ‘The Truth About Undul- 
ant Fever.’ Dr. Smith holds degrees as a Doctor of 
Medicine and Doctor of Science from American and 
foreign universities. He has devoted his long and 
eventful life to research and has made many important 
contributions to science. We consider him as well 
qualified to speak upon the subject of undulant fever 
as any man in America. In speaking on this subject 
he said: 

“The problem confronting the health officers is the 
particular source of the bacilli found in human patients. 
The solution of this problem is made difficult on account 
of the great similarity of the bacilli from the different 
animal sources. While slight differences may be 
brought out by bacteriological technic and animal in- 
oculation, they are neither sharp nor constant. In this 
country the problem is practically narrowed down to 
two sources, cattle and swine. In view of the preva- 
lence of infectious bovine abortion in this country for 
some thirty or forty years, with a peak probably ten 
years ago, the question arises why not more cases, and 
even local epidemics? The tentative explanation result- 
ing from stucies of human strains of the bacilli is that 
the genuine bovine type is relatively harmless to man 
and that the swne type is targely responsible either 
directly in the handling of swine or raw pork or in- 
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directly when the swine bacillus is introduced into the 
cow’s udder in one of several ways. 

“The bacillus is destroyed in the process of pas- 
teurization. In view of this fact it may be that the 
gradual extension of this process during the past decade 
has deprived man of a certain vaccinal protection given 
by the bovine against the swine type of bacillus. Et. 
Burnet has shown that the bovine bacilli when injected 
into human volunteers have little or no disturbing effect. 
They, however, give rise to protective antibodies. This 
possible explanation of the increase in undulant fever 
does not justify any relaxation in the movement for 
more pasteurization but it does indicate the need for 
more investigation into the swine disease and other 
non-bovine types of Brucella abortus. 

“It is evident Dr. Smith comprehends that if raw 
milk from cows suffering with contagious abortion were 
as dangerous as a few over-enthusiastic persons think 
it is, then the disease would be common. He raises the 
questions, why are there not more cases and why are 
there not even local epidemics? These are questions 
every consumer of raw milk should ask, 

“Further, he brings out this very important point 
and one that should not be lost sight of. Through the 
consumption of milk, he speaks of certain vaccinal pro- 
tection given by the bovine against the swine type of 
bacillus. That is, people who have consumed milk con- 
taining the bovine type of bacillus have gained a 
certain protection against contracting undulant fever 
caused by the swine type of bacillus. It should also be 
noted that Et. Burnet has shown that the bovine bacil- 
lus when injected into human volunteers had little or 
no disturbing effect but had given rise to certain pro- 
tective agencies which are called antibodies. 

“This outbreak from certain quarters concerning the 
danger of contracting undulant fever from drinking raw 
milk does not particularly affect the larger cities, but it 
would hurt the rural communities if the statements 
were accepted and followed. In our opinion a thousand 
times more injury would follow throveh discontinuing 
the use of milk than would be experienced if all un- 
dulant fever cases were caused by the cow. The stub- 
born fact remains, so far as we are able to learn, that 
no one yet has conclusively demonstrated that milk 
coming from cows affected with contagious abortion 
will cause undulant fever. 

“These so-called scientists who have been so anxious 
to appear in print little realize the injurious effect of 
their statements if they were followed. Malnutrition has 
been shown to be one of the great obstacles to human 
progress and development. Upon examination of our 
young men for World War service, thirty per cent were 
found physically unfit to be soldiers. It has also been 
demonstrated by scientists that milk is the most im- 
portant food and is essential in the diet. These men 
who have written so freely on the dangers of milk little 
realize that rural communities will not pasteurize milk 
but will quit using it should they become convinced it 
is dangerous. 

“Reflect on this: Scientists have not demonstrated 
that milk from cows infected with abortion has ever 
been the cause of a single case of undulant fever. 
Think also on this: Millions upon millions of people con- 
sume raw milk and comparatively few have acquired 
undulant fever. Even if all cases of undulant fever 
were due to milk, what a slight risk a person would 
take in contracting undulant fever through the use of 
raw milk!” 


The Pictorical Record 


OR the third successive year at the National, the Hol- 
F stein judging has come late in the week, Thursday 

and Friday, with the show ending on Saturday. This 
arrangement makes it very difficult to secure an adequate 
pictorial record of the show, as the boys in charge of the 
cattle very naturally find it difficult to take the time in 
the midst of their preparations for getting away, and from 
the photographer’s standpoint it places a lot of respon- 
sibility on the weather for that one day. The situation at 
St. Louis this year was further complicated by the fact 
that quite a few of the herds were scheduled to show at 
the State Fair of Texas and these herds were released 
early Saturday morning, which, of course, destroyed any 
opportunity of getting pictures from those herds. This 
situation, we understand, was even more acute in the 
Jersey exhibit this year. 

It is a serious thing from every standpoint to miss out 
on getting the best possible pictorial record of such shows 
as the Jersey and Holstein breeds put on this year. There 
is probably a point in show management that makes it 
desirable to spread the judging along through until the 
end of the week for the purpose of providing an arena 
spectacle that will continue to draw visitors and enter- 
tain them, but it is a serious matter from the standpoint 
of the breeds and breeders concerned and we are strongly 
of the opinion that the Dairy Show management should 
find some other solution of their side of the problem that 
will be more considerate of the owner’s point of view.

The other breeds have useds 
various slogans which they considered appropriate but at 
the National this year, we were rather surprised to see our 
Jersey friends stooping to plagiarism in displaying a 
balloon which floated over the cattle barns durinf the 
week bearing the slogan “Jerseys for Profit.” Some raised 
the question as to whether it was this slogan or substance 
within the balloon that kept it afloat throughout the week, 
from which it may be deduced that this lack of good taste 
upon the part of our Jersey friends was not well received 
by Holstein adherents or such an ungenerous and ungal- 
lant remark would never have slipped out.

Making Sales 


There have come to our attention two striking illus- 
trations of handling customers in the sale of cattle, 
In the current issue of the Ohio Bulletin, edited by their 
fieldman, Floyd S. Barlow, he’ gives the illustration of 
a dissatisfied customer and two satisfied customers. It 
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is worthy of editorial comment. In the case of the dis- 
satisfied customer the story is as follows: 

“A few nights ago we were called to the telephone 
by long distance. The man on the other end of the wire 
from an adjoining state told us that he had bought two 
animals of an Ohio breeder, that he had just called that 
breeder for information about one of his purchases (made 
the day before} and was told, ‘But I have decided to 
back out.’ The buyer spent $2.50 on a telephone call to 
tell us that he would never buy cattle of that breeder 
or let any one else so far as he could prevent. ‘Further- 
more, if that is the way you fellows are going to use us 
in Ohio we aren’t coming into that state again. We had 
decided to come to your sale next week but we may not 
come now’.” 

Happily there is another side. At most of the public 
sales the terms and conditions of sale are given in the 
catalog and provide that animals must be sound, and 
if they are not, mention will be made from the box. 
We quote the case of the two satisfied customers. “The 
buyer of a fresh heifer in the June sale reported her 
to be an abnormally hard milker. The seller believed 
the condition was not a defect. However, he gave the 
buyer the privilege of returning the heifer and get a cow. 
The exchange was made. Another man consigned a dry 
cow with one front quarter larger than the other. It 
gave as much milk as the other in her last lactation 
period so the consignor felt that the condition was not 
a blemish. The buyer reported the condition,when he 
got the cow home, When she freshened the quarter con- 
tinued to be larger and the teat sprayed somewhat. 
He offered to return the cow with her heifer calf at 
Wooster and get his money or to keep them and get a 
refund of $200 of the $550 which he paid. The consignor 
made the refund.” 

In order to establish a sales reputation it is necessary 
to give satisfaction. In the first instance the seller who 
went back on his word not only injured his own reputa- 
tion but that of his fellow breeders in the state. In the 
second illustration the two buyers who secured an adjust- 
ment on their sales cannot but feel that the men selling 
them the animals will do what is right. Many a successful 
breeder today owes the success of his sales to just such 
an instance. The correcting of what might seem to be 
a blemish has meant the winning of friends and good 
future customers.—Guernsey Breeder’s Journal.

Rare tribute is paid to the passing of an Ayrshire warrior 


in the current issue of the Ayrshire Digest. In commenting 
editorially upon the passing of a famous sire, Penshurst Man 
O’War, the editorial department of the Digest soars to majestic 
heights of oratorical effort. For the information and guidance 
of Holstein eulogists we reprint a really wonderful tribute to 
the passing of a great sire:— 

Penshurst Man O’War is dead. Struck down in his 
prime, like a common ox at the shambles the super-sire of 
Penshurst terminated his career in dumb eloquence. At 
the time of his death, on the very farm that had been his 
home from birth until death more than one hundred 
daughters were living in testimony of the prepotency of 
their sire. In an hundred other herds sons of Penshurst 
Man O’War have been or are wielding an influence prob- 
ably greater than the combined influence of the sons of 
any other sire the breed has ever produced. 

Inheriting the productive qualities of his record-smash- 
ing mother, Garclaugh May Mischief; backed by his good 
sire, Kates’ Champion of Penshurst, and his grandsire, 
Garclaugh Bloomer’s Son, this bull boasted a most ex- 
traordinary pedigree. Cast in the mold of a champion, he 
seemed to possess that vital spark which enabled him to 
transmit pleasing type as well as productivity to his sons 
and daughters. 

Here was a sire that left little to be desired. His 
qualities have been discussed in academic circles. His 
achievements have been recorded by the agricultural 
press. Little children have learned to lisp his name. Old 
men have come to respect it with solemn dignity.. Unlike 
most creatures, Penshurst Man O’War exerted an influence 
on the breed—an influence which fair-minded students be- 
lieve has been helpful and constructive. 

Penshurst Man O’War is dead. But fortunately, deep 
in the Great Pastures his majestic form will be privileged 
to graze for eternity. Beuchan Peter Pen, Finlayston and 
Howie’s Predominant have eagerly waited there for him. 
Leto, Lucky Boy and Auchenbrain Crusader have wel- 
comed him as their peer, From his paddock, Rena Ross, 
Jean Armour, Kilnford Belle 3rd and Auchenbrain Fanny 
9th may be seen resting in the lush blue grass of the 
Elysian Fields. All about him are the great of the breed. 
Such creatures live on—and Man O’War is with them.

Our esteemed contemporary, the Guernsey Breeders Journal, 
feels in the passing of the Dairy Farmer a distinct loss to the 
dairy industry. Announcement has recently been made of the 
merging of the Dairy Farmer with the Meredith Publishing 
Company’s larger general farm publication, Successful Farm- 
ing. World readers will be interested in the editor’s comment 
in the current issue of the Journal:— 

Commencing with the October 15 issue The Dairy 
Farmer will be merged with Successful Farming, both 
papers being owned and published by the Meredith Pub- 
lishing Company. In this merger, an ideal will be buried 
and the dairy industry will be the mourner. 


In 1922, the late E. T. Meredith purchased Kimball’s 
Dairy Farmer and changed the form to that carried since. 
In the purchase of this established dairy paper Mr. Mere- 
dith gave birth to a cherished ideal which was expressed 
in the following editorial that appeared in the first issue: 


“With this issue The Dairy Farmer appears in its new 
dress, from its new home as one of the Meredith pub- 
lications. As in the past its chief aim will be to bring 
greater prosperity and happiness to the farmers and farm 
homes of America through the advancement of the cause 
of the dairy cow and her products in all their forms. 
The Dairy Farmer will be edited with the idea that: it 
must benefit directly the million and a quarter farmers 
who are dependent solely on dairying for their liveli- 
hood.” 


Slightly over a year ago the Journal carried an account 
of the passing of Mr. Meredith, the man who had given 
birth to the cherished ideal of 1922, and now we stand 
with bowed heads around the bier of his ideal—The Dairy 
Farmer. 

A memorial has been established in the office building 
of the publishing company for the creator of the ideal. 
His office room has been set aside in remembrance of his 
work. A beautiful oil painting, given by his former em- 
ployees, hangs upon the wall and a vase filled with 
freshly cut flowers adorn his former desk as each day 
begins anew. They are doing what they can to keep the 
memory of the man fresh, but his ideal has been allowed 
to be submerged, though we have been led to believe that 
from a financial standpoint the Dairy Farmer was suc- 
cessful. 

The Journal firmly believes that the aim quoted above 
has been fulfilled and even to a further extent that the 
publication has assisted materially in helping to solve 
some of the troublesome problems which have faced the 
dairymen during the past seven years. Now, at a time 
when dairymen can speak with pride of their two dis- 
tinctly class papers, Hoard’s Dairyman and The Dairy 
Farmer, they are to lose the latter. 

No merger, however skillfully planned and arranged, 
will take the place of a distinctive publication (a cher- 
ished ideal) devoted to one of the greatest industries in 
our country. Dairying occupies a position in the financial 
world that is equalled by few others. It ranks along with 
the great steel and automotive industries. It certainly 
should be large enough to warrant the publication of two 
independent magazines devoted to its interest. 

The Dairy Farmer has fulfilled its aims, but we cannot 
believe that its work is done. The dairy industry, as a 
whole, has come through this period of reconstruction 
with less reverses than any other branch of agriculture. 
From the reports of all the breed associations, the past 
year has been one of the best. Consumption of milk and 
dairy products has been on the increase, and yet with all 
these signs of prosperity the industry is to lose one of 
its distinctive publications. 

No outstanding paper representing an industry as im- 
portant as ours can drop from the field without adminis- 
tering a serious blow to the promotion and development of 
that industry. The dairy industry takes a loss in this 
merger and a former great publisher loses an ideal 
planned for the direct “benefit of the million and a 
quarter farmers who are dependent solely on dairying for 
their livelihood,’ and who responded to that plan to the 
number of 250,000. —Guernsey Breeders’ Journal.

The Friesian Herd Book Society 
celebrated the completion of fifty 
years of work with a great show of 
this breed at Leeuwarden, last Sep- 
tember. The method of handling this 
show will be of interest, as it appears 
in the following account in the 
British Friesian Journal: 

“Some idea of the magnitude of the 
cattle show may be gathered from 
the fact that in the two days of this 
exhibition about 1,200 animals were 
judged, each animal being pointed 
separately by the judges, who had the 
exhibits before them one at a time 
in the big ring to award inspection 
points to the individual without being 
given the opportunity to compare it in 
the ring with its rivals. After each 
animal had been examined and its 
points allotted and noted, the class 
was sometimes inspected as a whole, 
and sometimes not. As judging took 
place in several rings, a visitor could 
not keep pace with all the results nor 
study all the judging so closely as is 
possible at the English Royal Show. 
But anyone who attempted to memor- 
ize or to review in detail the judging 
of 1,200 animals would be no ordinary 
mortal. 

“As the province of Friesland is 
comparatively small, almost every ani- 
mal came from its home on the morn- 
ing of the show and returned again in 
the afternoon, the prize-winners only 
being required again for the second 
day, which was mainly devoted to the 
judging of the group classes and the 
collections of animals from individ- 
ual herds. 


“So complete was the organization 
of Baron Rengers and his colleagues, 
that by four o’clock on each day, every 
animal had left the ground.” 





New 30,000-Ib. British Friesian. The 
current issue of the British Friesian 
Journal carries a report of a new 30,- 
000-lb. producer. This cow, Sud- 
bourne Flossiewijk, has completed a 
record of 30,962 lbs., being the ninth 
British Friesian cow to cross the 30,- 
000-Ib. mark. Her fat production dur- 
ing the period was 1,048.35 lbs., the 
average test for the year being 3.37%. 
This is her fifth consecutive yearly 
record, she having made 25,800 lbs. 
with third calf, 23,650 lbs. with fourth 
calf and an average of 22,210 lbs. for 
her first five lactations. She sets up a 
new mark in England for this length 
of time. Both her sire and the sire 
of her dam were imported from Hol- 
land. 





George T. McNeil, Theresa, New 
York, owner of Elmwood Farm, one 
of pioneer breeding establishments of 
New York State, reports that on Sat- 
urday night, October 12, a disastrous 
fire destroyed his barn, hay, grain, 
four horses, the herd sire and six heif- 
ers. Through the brokerage of Henry 
K. Jarvis the balance of the herd of 
thirty-five head were all disposed of a 
few days after the fire. This marks 
the passing of one of the best known 
herds in the North Country. Mr. 
McNeil has been a member of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America for over thirty years.

cooperation. The Act wisely provides that money shall 
not be loaned to build new plants or facilities where satis- 
factory facilities are already available. Money certainly 
will not be loaned to purchase obsolete or inadequate 
facilities. Certainly loans will not be made to acquire 
plants and facilities at prices greater than their value to 
the associations making such purchases. As a matter of 
fact, it is expected that the farmers’ organizations will 
drive hard bargains, having in mind always their respon- 
sibility to safeguard the investments of their members and 
provide economical and efficient facilities for marketing 
their products. 


There are many people who think that the Board’s 
activities should be directed to the arbitrary raising of the 
price level for agricultural products. The Board can not 
raise prices arbitrarily. Prices, as has been said many 
times, are determined by basic economic conditions—by 
the demand for a commodity, the supply available to meet 
that demand and the manner in which that supply is fed 
to the market. What the Board hopes to do is to assist 
farmers to become better able to compete with other groups 
in the markets of the nation and the world. It expects 
by aiding in the development of cooperative associations 
to make possible economies in marketing and stabilized 
marketing conditions, and to assist farmers to obtain 
their just share of the national income. 


The effect of all activities of the Federal Farm Board 
on production must be carefully considered. The result 
would be only a vicious circle, if the work of the Board 
should result in a large expansion of cultivated land and 
the production of greater and greater supplies of our prin- 
cipal crops. 
work through the cooperatives is the only plan which will 
avoid a calamity of this kind. 

Farmers’ cooperative associations are more than mere 
distributing agencies. They also serve to link the farmer 
with his market. Unless a farmer is a member of the

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I feel confident that the Board’s program of: 
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organization which markets his products, he has little 
or no contact with market problems and little or no eop- 
ception of the kind, quality and quantity of farm products 
which the market demands. Under the cooperative 
system, the farmer usually receives market premiums for 
products of high quality. Hence, the member of a eo. 
operative association has an economic motive for improy- 
ing his production practices which other farmers do not 
have. Consequently, the cooperative associations, in’ go 
far as they have developed to the point where they are 
offering the farmer a complete marketing service, are eo- 
ordinating production and marketing. 

Because of this relationship to their members, the eo- 
operative associations are the one agency which can 
effectively discourage unwise expansion in acreage. The 
problem of coordinating production with demand varies in 
difficulty with regions and commodities. In many sgee. 
tions, the associations marketing milk have made great 
progress in adjusting the total and seasonal production to 
the requirements of the market. With other commodities 
less progress has been made. However, the possibilities 
are large and a need for careful study of these possi- 
bilities is urgent. As I have said, effective coordination of 
production with demand must be brought about through 
the cooperative associations. Enough progress has been 
made, in my opinion, to indicate that the farmers’ organi- 
zations can meet and solve this problem as they are meet- 
ing and solving the problems of marketing. 

The production of farm products in excess of normal 
marketing requirements is a waste. It injures the pro- 
ducer without benefiting the consumer. The consumer re. 
quires and should have a normal supply of food and tex- 
tile products of high uniform quality. The producer de- 
sires a supply which can be sold at prices which will 
assure him a reasonable profit on his farm business. The 
development and maintenance of a condition of stability 
with regard to production and price will benefit both pro- 
ducers and consumers. Such coordination of supply and 
demand is a problem to which the farmer cooperatives 
must give further attention, and in the solution of which 
the Federal Farm Board must render all possible 
assistance. 

In conclusion I wish to say that the farmers and the 
public must be patient. The problems of agriculture are 
of long standing and can not be solved overnight. On the 
contrary, there is always present the danger of increasing 
and aggravating our difficulties by unwise and premature 
action. I wish to assure you that the Federal Farm Board 
will move as quickly as is consistent with the assured and 
permanent improvement of agriculture. At the same 
time, the Board will not undertake to force its program 
on any group of people. It will move only as fast as the 
farmers through their organizations are able and willing 
to accept the program. The improvement of agricultural 
conditions must be based on self-help. The Board can 
contribute largely and will contribute to such improve 
ment. In the long run, however, the Boare will render 
the greatest service to agriculture and to the nation by 
helping the farmer to help himself.

Montgomery County Pennsylvania 


Breeds the Best 


After 10 years of directed coopera- 
tive effort the members of the Hol- 
stein Bull Association of Montgomery 
county are now ranked among the 
leading successful breeders of Hol- 
stein cattle in Pennsylvania and prob- 
ably in the United States. A more 
outstanding Holstein bull association, 
judged from past accomplishments 
and the quality of pedigree of the 
seven bulls now owned, has not yet 
been announced. 

This association was one of the 
first bull associations formed in the 
state of Pennsylvania. It was organ- 
ized in 1919 with 48 members and 6 
bulls. These foundation bulls were 
all of outstanding pedigree and from 


cows producing 1,000 pounds of 
butter, or the equivalent, within a 
year. 


Tested For T. B. 


A year following the organization 
the members of the association voted 
that it should be a requirement in 
using the association bulls to have 
the herds of the members tested for 


tuberculosis. This action resulted in 
about 50 per cent of the members 
withdrawing from the organization 
and the remaining 50 per cent losing 
over half of their herds. This was 
quite a setback to the breeding pro- 
gram because many of the cows carry- 
ing calves sired by these bulls were 
lost in the test, as well as a few head 
of the offspring. This set the asso- 
ciation back in its breeding program 
to almost the beginning. 


Increase In Pure Breds 


At the time the association was 
formed there were about 73 head of 
pure bred cattle and 284 grades owned 
by the members. At the present 
time nearly all herds are 100 per cent 
pure bred and only a few head of 
grade cattle remain in the herds of 
any of the members. In order to find 
what influence the association had 


upon this improvement in the herds 
relative to registered stock, a survey 
of the members who had withdrawn 
from the association at the time the 
T. B. test was made indicated that the 


grade animals in the herds of these 
withdrawing members were practical- 
ly the same as at the time of organiza- 
tion and that there had been no in- 


crease in the number of purebred ani- 
mals. 


Cow Testing Association Results 


At the annual meeting of the bull 
association in 1923 the cow testing 
association project was discussed with 
an idea of finding out the value of 
these association bulls. As a result 
of this discussion a cow testing associ- 
ation was formed and 17 of the 25 
members of this association were 
members of the bull association. The 
results of this cow testing association 
work have proved five of the original 
bulls in the bull association. It is 
questionable if any other bull associa- 
tion in the United States has had the 
use of five desirably proved bull as- 
sociation sires. The influence of these 
five bulls is shown through the results 
of cow testing associations where we 
find most of the members of the assoc- 
iation with the leading herds in the 
organization. The most outstanding 
of these proved bulls is possibly Sir 
Aaggie Segis Cornucopia, whose six 
daughters in cow testing association 
average 12,198 pounds of milk and 
467 pounds of butterfat. This is an 
increase of 20 per cent in milk produc- 
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tion and 30.7 per cent in butterfat 
production over the records of - very 
creditable producing mothers. The 
putterfat test was also raised from 
3.5 per cent to 3.8 per cent. The next 
most outstanding bull is King Pontiac 
Segis Pondyke, whose five daughters 
have produced 11,909 pounds of milk 
and 421 pounds of butterfat which is 
an increase of 28.4 per cent more 
milk and 31.4 per cent butterfat. 
Meadowholm Bromide Hartog’s cow 
testing association daughters produced 
16,625 pounds of milk and 557 pounds 
of butterfat, an increase in production 
of 30.6 per cent more milk and 28.2 
per cent more butterfat than their out- 
standing producing mothers produced. 
Meadowholm Hartog Finderne _ in- 


creased the butterfat production of his | 


daughters 8.9 per cent and maintained 
a 12,088-pound milk production. 
Abortion Test 
The next aggressive step taken by 
the members of this association was 


to test their herds for abortion. At | 


the present time most of the members 
of the association are working under 
the state plan for the eradication and 
control of infectious abortion in their 
herds. 

Reorganization 


In 1927 it was decided advisable to 


reorganize the association and get rid 


of a large amount of the dead timber | 


which had been carried along since 
the beginning of the organization. 
The association was formally dis- 
banded but before the old association 
was disbanded the active members of 
the organization formed a new associa- 
tion under a new constitution and by- 
iaws such as is being used in the 
newer associations in Pennsylvania 
and had been found through exper- 
ience to meet the conditions of bull 
associations to better advantage. The 
association was reorganized with 
seven new blocks composed of 10 
members. 
Purchasing New Bulls 

Following reorganization the active 
and desirable old bulls of the associa- 
tion were purchased by the new as- 
sociation and also young bulls were 
added to.the association to complete 
the blocks. These new bulls which 
have been added in every case are 
of better pedigrees than those original- 
ly owned by the old organization. 
Three of these bulls are sons of 
Winterthur Bess Burke Best. This 
sire is the youngest son of Spring 
Brook Bess Burke 2nd and carried 75 
per cent of the same breeding of this 
noted cow who has three records of

FARMERS TO BENEFIT FROM 
GRADING OF DRY SKIM MILK 


Of great interest to farmers is the 
announcement that on November 1 
there will go into effect a system of 
grades and standards in dry skim 
milk. 

The decision to adopt a schedule of 
grades of quality in dry skim milk 
was made at the last annual meeting 
of the American Dry Milk Institute, 
the research and educational organi- 
zation of the dry skim milk industry 
in the United States. The need for 
standards of quality and grades has 
been growing year by year with the 
increasing use of dry skim milk for 
calf, poultry, and pig feeding on the 
farm and for other uses. The work 
looking towards establishing grades 
of dry milk, under way for a number 
of vears, has had the close coopera- 
tion and assistance of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics and the Bu- 
reau of Dairy Industry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Dry skim milk has long been recom- 
mended by farm specialists as a 
supply of protein and conditioning 
elements in feeding rations. With the 
system of grades effective, farmers 
will know that they are receiving the 
proper quality of dry skim milk for 
their feeding formulas. They will be 
as well protected in this product as 
the buyer of silver with the “Sterling” 
mark. 

There is nothing complicated about 
the adopted grades of dry skim milk. 
Dry skim milk will be sold in three 
grades. based on quality from the 
standpoint of the consumer and 
ranged according to process of manu- 
facture. Extra Grade is the best grade 
of dry skim milk which can be pro- 
duced under favorable manufacturing 
conditions. Dry skim milk that fails in 
one or more particulars to meet the 
requirements of Extra Grade is classed 
as Standard Grade. Third Grade is 
milk powder that does not meet all 
requirements for Standard Grade. 


From the farmer’s point of view. the 
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most important advantage in the es- 
tablishment of grades is that it will 
take guesswork, doubt and uncer- 
tainty out of buying dry skim milk for 
farm use. These grades will be 
strictly maintained by the Institute’s 
laboratory testing service, in charge 
of a full-time official tester, which 
has been specially set up to serve as 
a check on the dry skim milk placed 
on the market, and to give the buyer 
an opportunity of occasionally check- 
ing up the grade of the product for 
his own satisfaction. He may do so 
at any time merely by sending a 
sample or samples to the American 
Dry Milk Institute. Feeders desiring 
further information on dry skim milk 
grades, methods of analysis and facts 
on the Institute’s laboratory testing 
service, may secure this by writing 
for a free copy of the booklet, “Grad- 
ing of Dry Skim Milk”, to the Ameri- 
can Dry Milk Institute, 160 N. LaSalle 
Street, Chicago, Illinois.

The various dairy breed organiza- 
tions maintained attractive extension 
displays at the National. The two 
Ayrshire cows who walked from 
Brandon, Vt., to the Dairy Show, came 
in for much curious attention from 
show visitors and this stunt has re- 
sulted in a fine lot of publicity for the 
red and white breed.

There was always a large 
crowd around this exhibit likewise, 


studying the lessons it so vividly per- 
trayed. 

The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture had on display a very elaborate 
exhibit. Among the points strikingly 
featured in this exhibit was the neces- 
sity of cleanliness, good ventilation 
and plenty of light in the dairy barn 
for the production of a clean product, 
and along with this the necessity of 
proper care of milk and cream after 
it is produced. Another feature of the 
exhibit called attention to the folly of 
milking thirteen poor cows when one 
good cow will pay the same profit, the 
thirteen poor cows’ producing alto- 
gether but 1,300 lbs. butterfat in a 
year and return an income over cost 
of feed of only $182, as shown on one 
side, and on the other a good cow, a 
500-lb. fat producer, whose income 
over feed cost is also $182. The 
figures in this exhibit were based on 
the yearly records of more than 100,- 
000 cows in dairy herd improvement 
associations. Another mechanical ex- 
hibit illustrated the importance of se- 
lecting a bull good enough to improve 
herd production. Another feature of 
the exhibit related to some of the 
fundamental research of the Bureau 
of Dairy Industry and Animal Breed- 
ing. Another part of the exhibit was 
arranged by the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics, illustrating the im- 
portance of cooperation standardiza- 
tion and giving some facts on the 
dairy situation generally, the latter 
illustrating graphically the source and 
distribution of the milk supply of the 
country. From this last, it was shown 
that 48% of our milk production is 
consumed in fluid milk, 36% in butter, 
3%% in cheese; 314% in condensed 
and evaporated milk, while 1/3% is 
exported. Altogether it made a very 
interesting and instructive display 
that attracted widespread attention at 
the Dairy Show this year. 





BELL FARMS NEWS NOTES

lowa testers report a total of 33,232 
cows in 2,278 herds tested during the 
month of September, according to an- 
nouncement sent out by the Iowa 
State College. Of this number, 1,657 
produced 40 Ibs. fat or more, and 
during the month 298 were sold for 
slaughter, 283 sold for dairy purposes, 
210 cows and 40 pure bred bulls were 
purchased, these figures all showing 
considerable increase over October of 
1928. Grade Holstein herds take the 
first three places for high herd pro- 
duction this month. The herd of nine 
grades owned by H. C. Cain (O’Brien 
Association) leads with an average of 
53.2 lbs. fat, 1,417 lbs. milk, with that 
of E. C. Forest & Son (Linn No. 2 C. 
T. A.) coming next with an average 
of 51.2 lbs. fat, 1,393 lbs. milk for 
thirteen head, and the herd of ten 
grades owned by A. R. Pearson (Linn 
No. 1C. T. A.) in third place with an 
average of 44.1 lbs. fat, 1,242 lbs. milk. 
As usual, Holstein herds lead most of 
the Iowa associations for high average 
production. 

Wisconsin testers report 51,982 
cows tested in 119 associations during 
the month of September. Of this 
number 2,879 produced above the 40-lb. 
fat mark. The Dunn County Associa- 
tion had the largest number of 40-lb. 
cows with 90 crossing this mark. Dur- 
ing the month members purchased 29 
pure bred sires and culled 546 cows 
as unprofitable. A pure bred Holstein, 
owned by Frank Dix & Son, of Dunn 
County Association, was high cow for 
the month with 101.9 lbs. fat, 2,472 
lbs. milk to her credit.

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compared with a previous high rec- 
ord on September 1, 1927 of 163,700,- 
000 pounds. This year’s stocks were 
32,000,000 pounds greater than those 
of a year ago, and were 24,500,000 
pounds above the five-year average 
for September 1. Dealers generally 
had made such close estimates that 
the release of this information had 
no apparent influence on the market. 
As a matter of fact, wholesale prices 
advanced after the report was issued, 
and until September 25, when a:slight 
weakness developed. Such a condi- 
tion is not unusual, however, for 
practically every year there is a tem- 
porary price disturbance’ either in 
September or October. One of the 
reasons for the check in the current 
price trend, is that there has been a 
definite swing toward the use of stor- 
age butter, and buying interest is 
now directed in part to that class of 
goods. Stocks are now showing sub- 
stantial weekly reductions, and the 
rate has increased as the month has 
progressed. 

Butter production is showing a 
marked change as the season moves 
along. Beginning early in August, 
weekly trade reports indicated de- 
creases under last year. The official 
report for the United States shows a 
slight decrease under last year in 
August. Weekly trade reports for 
the current month (September) show 
that percentage decreases under last 
year are becoming greater each suc- 
ceeding week. Improved weather 
conditions which followed the severe 
heat of the past summer apparently 
came too late to cause any material 
improvement in pastures and feed 
crops. 

Cheese markets may be classed as 
steady. The upward price’ trend 
which began early in August has been 
checked, and _ slight declines have 
even occurred on some styles. Here 
again, mention may be made of usual 
fall price tendencies, for a September 
or October without a price slump is 
an exception. Fall trading has been 
of fair volume. Storage stocks are 
still very heavy, and like butter, a 
new high record was_ established 
September 1, when total holdings 
were reported as 86,654,000 pounds, 
compared with 83,900,000 pounds last 
year, which was the previous record. 

Fluid milk markets are firm, and 
in quite a number of areas _ prices 
have advanced, to producers and to 
consumers. Concentrated milk shows 
the least strength of all dairy prod- 
ucts. Stocks are extremely heavy, 
and in the case of evaporated milk, 
keen selling competition which in 
some cases brought selling prices 
down close to actual cost, has caused 
an unsettled market. Total stocks of 
condensed and evaporated milk on 
September 1 were 334,500,000 pounds, 
which is about 34,000,000 pounds 
greater than any previous September 
1 record. There was fairly heavy 
trade output in August, and the feel- 
ing is that while stocks are some- 
what burdensome, they are not a 
cause for alarm. Production in Au- 
gust was about 12 per cent greater 
than last year. Stocks of dry skim 
milk are also heavy, and represent 
about the equivalent of a two months’ 
supply, according to trade estimates. 

The whole situation may be 
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summed up by saying that reserve 
stocks are heavy and ample, but are 
offset to some extent by sharp de- 
creases in production, which reflect 
the unfavorable weather of the late 
summer. Should fall production be 
unexpectedly heavy, markets would 
unquestionably react downward. 
Both production and storage move- 
ments deserve watching.—U. §. By. 
reau of Agricultural Economics.

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FOOT-AND-MOUTH OUTBREAKS 
SHOW DANGER FROM _eiIN. 
FECTED MEAT. DR. MOHLER 

TELLS VETERINARIANS 

Addressing the American Veterinary 
Medical Association in Detroit, on 
August 15, Dr. John R. Mohler, chief 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, re- 
lated in detail how the 1929 outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease was dis- 
covered and suppressed. 

Cause of Three Outbreaks 

The address included a description 
of the manner in which the outbreak 
had been traced to infected meat from 
South America. ‘‘Apparently,” Doctor 
Mohler added, “this is not the first 
time foot-and-mouth disease has been 
introduced into the United States 
through infected fresh meat. The 
hogs first infected in the 1914 out- 
break were fed on scraps obtained 
from a local butcher in Niles, Mich., 
who in turn purchased frozen meat 
from a dealer whose records show 
that he had shipped to this butcher 
several thousand pounds of frozen 
meat imported from South American 
countries.” 

The speaker mentioned also how, in 
the California outbreak in 1924, a herd 
of 600 hogs, which had been fed on 
garbage obtained from the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, was the first to 
develop foot-and-mouth disease. 

Doctor Mohler referred to the valu- 
able findings of the British Foot-and- 
Mouth Disease Research Committee 
and of, the American Commission 
which studied the same disease, men- 
tioning the survival of the virus in 
the tissues of animals slaughtered for 
their meat and on certain substances 
that commonly enter’ international 
commerce. “The danger of infection 
through imported fresh meat from 
countries infected with foot-and-mouth 
disease,” he said, ‘“‘was not generally 
or properly appreciated before the 
publication of the findings of the 
British Foot-and-Mouth Disease Re- 
search Committee in its progress re- 
ports.” 

Sodium Hydroxide as Disinfectant 

The use of sodium-hydroxide solu- 
tion as a disinfectant for rubber coats, 
gloves, and other clothing during the 
1929 outbreak, was cited as another 
practical result of research on the 
disease. The United States Foot-and- 
Mouth Disease Commission found this 
chemical to be _ especially potent 
against the virus of foot-and-mouth 
disease. Besides, it is much cheaper 
than bichloride of mercury, formerly 
used for disinfecting the clothing worn 
by the men whose duties brought 
them in contact with infected animals 
and materials. 


The speaker also pointed out that 
high fences of chicken wire placed 
around infected and seriously exposed 
premises were an effective barrier to 
roving dogs, cats, and poultry, as well 
as for excluding persons having no 
business on the premises. These 
fences, used for the first time during 
the 1929 outbreak, also prevented the 
removal of hay, manure, and other pos- 
sible carriers of the disease from 
premises, without authority from the 
inspectors. 

Tribute to Cooperation 

In closing, Doctor Mohler paid 
tribute to the excellent cooperation 
which the Federal Government had re- 
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ceived from State, county, and muni- 
cipal live stock sanitary authorities, 
and to the interest which those of- 
ficials have taken in working with the 
Federal authorities in protecting the 
United States against invasions by 
foreign contagious diseases. He also 
pointed out the valuable part that 
live stock owners played in the last 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease. 
“Owners not only of infected herds, 
but all surrounding herds,” he stated, 
“deserve credit for the manner in 
which they responded to the require- 
ments, and it should not be forgotten 
that it was an alert live stock owner 
who first called attention to the un- 
usual condition among his hogs which 
proved to be foot-and-mouth disease.”

National Dairy Cattle Judging contest 
were announced at the annual ban- 
quet of the American Dairy Science 
Association, at the Missouri Hotel in 
St. Louis on October 16, 1929. Twenty- 
eight Agricultural Colleges or Uni- 
versities participated. Judges were 
H. H. Kildee and J. B. Fitch with L. 
S. Gillette of Fostoria, Iowa, as spec- 
ial Holstein judge.
